On 27 December 3,000 well-equipped Chinese Commmist troops, with one 
artillery battery and 6 x 37 mm enti-tenk guns, arrived in Ch'umen (121-17, 
28-15), where they began corsandeering junks. By 30 December these 

troops had seized 270 junks. 


On 1 January 1952 Chinese Cvmmunist authorities closed Chinch'ing (121- 
28= >) harbor to merchant ships. 


In early November headquarters of the 25 Army was in Ninghai (121-25, 
29«18), with a strength of 30,000 troops disposed between Fenghua (121-23, 
29~41) and Ninghai.
